Even before it goes into effect, Geor- 
gia’s new juvenile court system is under 
attack, 

There are a few members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly who are said to be ready 


to kill the law at the next session on the - 
The , 


grounds that it is “too expensive.” 
courts go into operation Jan. 1. © 

They will cost a total of $225,000 a year. 

They will save hundreds of delinquent 
youngsters from becoming criminals. The 
State and the taxpayers will be saved far 
more in hard cash than the paltry $225,000 
juvenile courts will cost. 

Gov. Talmadge rightly regards the Ju- 
venile Court Act as one of the most impor- 
tant achievements of the last Legislature. 
It was sponsored and pushed through by 
the Administration. The Governor hailed 
its passage as “a progressive step in our 
system of courts and control of the prob- 
Jem of juvenile delinquency.” In his cam- 
paign for renomination he listed it as an 
outstanding accomplishment of his admin- 
istration.

- While the United Nations General As- 
sembly continués, to dilly-dally with the 
question, UN troops, under order of Gen.

Pecans Off the Market 


Pecans bring millions of dollars annu- 
ally to Georgia growers. 

In recent vears there have been intelli- 
gent efforts to protect and enhance this 
income by establishing and maintaining 
high standards of quality for nuts shipped 
to States outside the pecan-growing re- 
gion. The Pecan Handlers’ Advisory Coun- 
cil and the Pecan Administrative Commit- 
tee agreed at Albany the other day to rec- 
ommend more stringent grading and mar- 
keting restrictions on pecans for shipment. 


That is good. But there also ought to . 


be standards to insure high quality nuts 
to those who purchase them in Georgia. 
Tourists, for instance, often complain that 
pecans purchased at roadside stands in the 
State are inferior—shriveled, moldy or ran- 
eid. It is only reasonable that they should 
expect to get better nuts in a pecan-grow- 
ing state than at home. But that is not 
true. 

The Legislature—or perhaps the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture—could remedy 
that complaint by requiring pecans ol- 
fered for sale in Georgia to meet fhe nec- 
essary quality standards. In order to pre- 
vent fancid pecans being sold, the year in 
which they were grown should be shown. 

‘Let’s not hurt our pecan business and 
tourist trade with inferior pecans.

Up untjka few days ago children who attend school at Dallas, Ga., had been 
kept in the dark as far as any artificial lighting in their classrooms was con- 
cerned. The rooms had never been lighted, save by what rays came through the 


windows. 


“Faced always with the same old problem, lack of funds, the school 


authorities were never able th give this problem priority,” says The Dallas New 


Era. 


“Always there were other pressing needs to be met. 


But members of the 


Dallas Lions Club, an organization that is congenitally dissatisfied with anything that is not as it 
should be,” were not content that their children should strain their young eyes in the half-dusk of * 
gloomy classroom on a cloudy day. The Lions tackled the problem of raising cash to buy light fix- 


tures. That inspired the county school board to 
offer to ante a dollar for every buck the civic 
club was able to put in the kitty. Then the Lord 
smiled on the project. The Clark Thread Com- 
‘ pany was putting in a new lighting system at its. 

The Dallas Lions went to the 
thread mill men with their problem. 


The thread men generously gave the old fix- 
tures and the electric) lamps which once flooded 
the looms, or whatever you make thread on, will 
now increase the candlepower in the halls of 
learning. :

Reached Accord? 


Dr. M. D. Collins’ assumption of the duties 
of State Vocational Director in addition to his 
, —e post as State School Superintendent, and his an- 
nouncement that all phases of vocational education will be 
expanded under the Minimum Foundation Program leads some 
educational leaders to think the split between the academic and 
vocational forces in their quest for funds is being healed. 

In the 1950 legislative session, vocational forces said they were 
being treated as stepchildren by the academic leaders, and they 
wanted funds earmarked for salaries of vocational teachers. The 
academic leaders said vocational teachers received better pay than 
others, and they felt all teachers should be paid alike regardless 
of their subjects. 


Dr. Collins has just stated that under the new law 
New Law city and county boards of education will not be 
required to use local funds to match a portion of the salary of 
vocational teachers. The State, rather than the local boards, will 
match‘all Federal funds for vocational education. The total salary 
of vocational teachers will be included in the Foundation program 
budget. Then the State will allot a certain number of teachers 
to each city or county—and it will be up to the local boards to say 
what courses these teachers shall teach. Up tg,.15 per cent of the 
total teaching staff may be employed on ir abet onl basis. It 
will be up to the local boards to say hew many of the 15 per cent 
shall be vocational teachers. 

The State Board of Education elected Collins to hold the title 
of State Vocational Education Director recently when Dr. M. D. 
Mobley took a leave of absence to go to Washington. Collins and 
the Board lauded Mobley’s work in making Georgia’s vocational 
program outstanding in the nation. 

George Martin, of Tifton, was elected Assistant Director of 
Vocational Education. In stating his policy as Vocational Director, 
Collins said he felt the operation of vocational training as well 
as the operation of other phases of education should be kept under 
thé management of local boards of education. That is the policy 
of the man who now holds the title of Director of State Vocational 
Education, -

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ves ‘Standing Peachtree 


The Cherokee town of Standing Peach® 
tree was located at the junction of Peach- 
tree Creek and the Chattahoochee River. 
After the white man came to North Geor- 
gia, it became an Indian trading post and 
U. S. Post Office. It got its name from a 
large peach tree that grew on a great 
mound near the water's edge. Many have 
contended that the village name was Stand- 
ing Pitchtree, taken from a partially burned 
pine. Gov. George Gilbert's memoirs and 
government maps and records show this 
was incorrect. When Gov. Gilbert was a 
young lieutenant in the Army, he was or- 


dered to build a fort at the village during 
the Creek War. He later wrote: “I had 
never even seen a fort ... I succeeded 
very well as far as I know, or anyone else, 
as my fort was never tested.” One night a 
rumor was spread that the Creeks were 
about to attack. At the first cry of “In- 
dians,” the mien fled toward the nearest 
frontier: settlement. A hard riding soldier 
passed them and prevented the depopula- 
tion of the frontier by denouncing the 
rumor. It was from Standing Peachtree 
that Peachtree Creek and Peachtree Street 
got the names they bear so proudly today.

A Mixing of Pills and Politics 


WASHINGTON—The congressional election campaign has plenty of doctors. 
Real doctors who, as never before, are active in politics because of their bitter 
hostility to President Truman’s Federal health insurance program, which they 


brand as “socialized medicine.” 


Their activity dramatizes at least one domestic 


issue in a campaign in which most such issues are submerged by interest in Korea 


and international matters, 


This has stirred much speculation in the high com- 


mand of both parties as to its effect in the November elections on Democratic candidates for Con- 


gress. 


Conceivably it could be substantial because of the influence doctors have in their communities. 


Many are now exercising this quietly on their patients and friends and with the organized national 
support of the powerful American Medical Association, one of our most affluent lobbies. 


You can be advised how to vote while the 
doctor looks at your tongue and feels your pulse 
—a new service, and free. 

The anti-Truman campaign is being stepped 
up by the AMA's own publicly announced nation- 
wide advertising campaign which, during the 
week of Oct. 8, will see spread in 10,333 news- 
papers an assault on the Truman health program. 


But this is only part of the propaganda 
story. The AMA also has organized a real 
super-lobby by enlisting powerful business 
and financial interests which will underwrite 
additional so-called “tie-in” advertising in 
newspapers, magazines and over the radio 
beyond that paid for by the AMA. 


These affiliated interests include more than 
100 banks, a large segment of the insurance in- 
dustry, a number of utilities, one big railroad, 
as well as druggists—independent and chains— 
and retailers embraced in the National Retail 
Dry Goods Association, according to a signed ar- 
ticle in the journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation by Dr. Elmer L. Henderson, Louisville, 
Ky., AMA president. 

The total to be spent in this campaign, in- 
cluding AMA's share, is estimated at $20,000,000 
by the Committee for the Nation's Health, an 
organization promoting thé Truman health in- 


surance plan. It asks whether this money might 
not have been used “to bring better medical care 
to the American people.” 

Not all doctors, of ¢ourse, go along in thelr 
consciences with this expensive project and some 
resent and resist this and other attempted en- 
croachments by the aggressive AMA. 

A few days ago at Atlantic City, for example, 
the American Hospital Association, representing 
most of the nation’s 6,000 hospitals, exhibited an 
independent spirit on another medical front. Over 
the protest of the AMA directorate, it voted over- 
whelmingly at its 52nd convention to adopt its 
own program for establishing and enforcing 
standards for hospitals, and set aside $100,000 of 
an authorized $240,000 increase in dues to finance 
the standardization program. 


Instead of leaving standards entirely in 
the hands of the medical profession, as de- 
sired by the AMA, its program contemplates 
a commission broadly representative, includ- 
ing prominent citizens drawn from business, 
labor, farm and other groups which contrib- 
ute te hospital support as well as members of 
the medical and allied professions. 


This action was significant as most hospital 
administrators constituting the hospital associa- 
tion are medical men.

My father’s severest punishment was to send us to.bed without supper. Mother 
would save us from starving by bringing us a plate of French Toast. Perhaps because I 
had to eat it frequently, I grew up hating it. It finally took a Western railroad chef years 
later to really teach me how good French Toast can be under proper conditions. 


One morning-I picked up the 
menu in a diner on a San Fran- 
cisco bound train to read “Try 
our breakfast special, Fresh Or- 
ange French Toast. WE serve 
it piping hot and dusted with 
powdered sugar.” That did it! 
I ordered it and agreed that 
there was a very special break- 
fast dish. 

Traveling and eating around 
the midwest I soon learned they 
have a way to serve and make 
this dish that is equally good. 
They use buttermilk. 

Here are the two recipes I
